the 1915 curb m arket 
this 
morning. 
The number was the largest ever reg­ 
istered for an opening day, the usual 
number being only five or six for the 
annual start. 
Asparagus was for sale in 
abund­ 
ance and 
of 
fine 
quality. 
Almost 
every one of the m arket mon had this 
popular vegetable in large quantities. 
Rhubarb, onions, dandelion, rock sal­ 
ad, and other early vegetables 
were 
all on display, while butter and eggs, 
apples, canned goods and 
the 
usual 
farm produce of this 
season 
of 
the 
year were 
exhibited 
for 
sale. 
The 
prices were at 
the 
regular 
m arket 
figure. 
G ettysburg 
apparently 
did 
not 
awake to the fact that 
the 
m arket 
was going to open so early in the day 
and five o’clock buyers were 
not 
so 
numerous as they are later in the sea­ 
son. The sudden change in the w eath­ 
er doubtless kept many at home 
who 
would otherwise have been on 
hand 
when the sound of the 
m arket 
m as­ 
ter’s bell was heard for the first time 
this year. 
Prospects are 
most excellent 
for

The Allies Report Progress on Both 


Sides of the Straits and In Naval 


Operations. 


London, May I. — Im portant

cesses, chief of which is the capture 
of the to MXI of Gallipoli, are reported 
in the allies* land ami sea operations 
at the Dardanelles; 
Gallipoli, from which the peninsula 
where the allied landed their forces 
lakes its name, is at the w estern end 
af the Sea of Marmora, forty miles 
'rom the mouth of the straits. 
On the Asiatic side of the Darda­ 
nelles the French are reported to have 
made thousands of 
prisoners. 
The 
fleet has advanced eight fillies up the 
straits, reaching a position in front 
of the Chanak forts. The Turkish fort 
of Nagara was reported under heavy 
tire. 
On the other hand, Turkey officially 
claims in a Constantinople dispatch 
that a large part of the allied troops 
have been driven from the peninsula 
and all the invaders from the Asiatic 
side. Damage to several w arships and 
transports of the allies is also claim 
e<l. 
The Athens correspondent of the 
London Daily Telegraph says that the 
real difficulties for the allied troops 
will only commence as they advance 
further into the interior. Miler** the 
T urks have strong defenses and heavy 
guns. The correspondent says that the 
military authorities in Athens believe 
that the campaign will be h long one 
Tile following dispatch, received by 
the Ixitidon Express from its Athens 
correspondent, reports concerning the 
peninsula campaign: 
"I learn from Tenedos that the a! 
lies occupied the town of Gallipoli af 
ter heavy fighting. Allied forces dis 
em barked at Enos, advanced nearly 
tw enty miles and occupied several vll 
lages. 
"Three British warship* bombard 
ed Turkish positions in the Gulf of 
Smyrna, ami it is stated that allied 
troops also landed in the neighborhood 
of Sm yrna. 
“ Five points on the line between 
Enos and Saros were selected by the 
allies for the disem barkation of the 
troops. A nother Io n e Mas landed on 
the Itulair line. A dem onstration by a 
landing party on the plains of Troy 
led to the capture of KOOO prisoners. 
Turkish troops continue to arrive.’’ 
“ It Is r e d r ie d from Mytellne,” says 
the Exchange 
Telegraph company’s 
Athens correspondent under date of 
Thursday, “that the French on the 
Asiatic side of the Dardanelles, where 
there have been sanguinary battles at 
various points, have 
captured 5004 
T urks and continue their advance suc­ 
cessfully." 
According to the Daily Mail’s Myte 
line correspondent, the allies have oc­ 
cupied the town of Maitos, as well as 
Gallipoli.
